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AN ACT to meoiporate the City of Salem 


Secrion 1. Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the 
State of Oregon, That the mhabitants of Salem, and their succes- 
sors, within the following Timits, are hereby declared a body pol- 
itic, aud corporate, by the name and style of the “ City of Salem.” 

Sec. 2. The limits of said city shall be as follows: Com- 

-mencing at the south-west corner of the late Wm. H. Willson’s 
claim ; thence east, following the southern boundary to the south- 
east corner of said claim; thence north, on a straight line to where 
it intersects the southern boundary of State street.; thence, on an 
extension of said boundary, to the middle of Mill Creek ; thence, 
down the middle of said Creek, to its intersection with Bioadway 
street, in North Salem ; thence north, with east line of said street, 
to Mill street, in North Salem; thence west, with south Ine of 
said treet, to its termination ; thence due west to the middle of 
the main channel of the Willamette river ; thence southerly, with 
said main channel, to the slough, near the steamboat landing : 
thence to the place of beginning ; and said city shall be divided 
into four wards, as follows: All lyiig cast of Church street to 
constitute the first ward; all lying north of State strect, and 
west of Church street, to constitute the second ward; all lying 
south of State street, and west of Church street, to constitute the 
third ward, except so much thereof as lies north of the middle of 
the main channel of Mill creex, which shall constitute the 
fourth ward. ' 

Sec. 3. Said city shall have power to purchase, use, lease, sell 
or dispose of property, real and personal, to make contracts, to 


sue and be sued, to have and use a common seal, and the same to” 


change at pleasure, , 
Sec. 4. The officers of said city shall be a mayor, eight alder- 

men, two of whom shall be clected in each of said wards, a 

1ecorder, who shall be ex-officio clerk of the common council, and 
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assessor, a marshall, who shall be ex-officio collector of taxes, and 
a treasurer, who shall hold their offices until their successors are 
elected and qualified, 

Sec. 5. Said officers shall be clected. annually, by the qualified 
electors of said city, voting in the wards where they reside, on 
the first Monday of December of each year. 

Sec. 6. The mayor and aldermen shall compose the common 
council of said city, and af any meeting shall have exclusive 
power: to provide for the election and qualification of officers, 
and for filling all vacancies in office; to fix the times and places 
of their meetings, but they shall meet as offen as once a month; to 
levy and collect taxes for city pm poses, not to excced one per 
cent, per annum on property in said city, taxable for county pur- 
poses; to establish hospitals; to prevent and remove nuisances : 
to provide water for the city; to license, tax and regulate auction- 
ecrs, taverns, o1dinmies, hawkers, peddlers, brokers, pawn-brokers, 
and money changers, and also, baekney coaches, wagons, carts, 
drays and omnibusses, and to fix the rates of conveying persons 
or property thereon; to license, tax and regulate harrooms, 
tippline houses, and all places where spirituous or malt, liquors 
are sold; billiard tables, bowling alleys, theatricals and other 
eshibitions, shows and amusements; and also. to prohibit bawdy 
honses, gaming and gambling houses; Provided, That no license 
shall exceed those made by statute for tippling houses, bar-rooms 
and billiard tables; that the tax and license hereby granted, shall 
be in addition to those made by the county; to establish and 
regulate market houses and places; to establish fire companies, 
and to provide for the prevention and extinguishment of fires; to 
appoint fire wardens, and prescribe their dutics, and property 
guards, and to compel any person or persons present to aid in 
extinguishment of such fires, or for the prevention of property 
exposed to danger in time of fire; and by ordinance to prescribe 
such other powers as muy be necessary on such occasions; to 
establish and regulate a police and night watch ; to impose fines, 
forfeitures and penalties ; to provide for the construction, clearing, 
and repair of side and cross walks adjacent to lots, by the 
holders thereof; and also, for making, clearing and improving 
gutters; to grade, pave, plank, or otherwise improve, clean, and - 
keep in 1epair streets, alleyssand. sidewalks ; to erect, regulate 
and repair public wharves, docks and bridges, and regulate the 
erection and repairs of private wharves, and fix the rates of 
wharfage thereof; to regulate the storage of gunpowder, and 
other combustible materials; ard the use of candles, lamps, and 
other hghts, in shops, stables, and other places; to prevent, 
yemove or secure any fireplace, stove, or other apparatus, which 
may be dangerous in causing fires; to regulate and prescribe the 
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manner of bailding partition walls and fences; to prevent or 
regulate the running at large of animals, and the discharge of 
fire-arms in said city ; to license and regulate porters, and fix the 
rate of porterage; to appropriate for any item of city expendi- 
ture, and to provide for the payment of the debts and expenses 
of the city ; to appoint a city attorney, and prescribe his duties ; 
to change the wards, and make new ones, and change the number 
of the- aldermen, as the interest of the city may require; to 
provide for measuring and weighing hay and wood, and other 
commodities, bought and sold in sad city ; to provide for the 
removal of standing water, and unwholesome and offensive sub- 
stances, and to prevent streams from overflowing their banks; to 
make by laws and ordinances not inconsistent with the laws of 
the United States or this State; to carry into effect the provisions 
of this charter, and secure the health, peace and improvement of 
said city, and to provide for the punishment of the violation of 
city ordinances, by fine or imprisonment, but no fine shdll exceed 
one hundred dollars, or imprisonment more than twenty days ; and 
shall have power to prevent the introduction of diseases into the 
city ; to prevent and restrain any riot, noise, disturbance or dis- 
„orderly assemblage in any street, house, or place in the city ; to 
provide for the prevention and removal of obstructions iu the 
Willamette river, within the limits of said city ; Provued, That 
the residents of said city shall not be exempt from payment of 
such road taxes as are, or may be by law impósed upon other 
residents of Marion county ; and provided, further, That the city 
council shall appoint a suitable person as supervisor of roads, who 
shall collect and apply all road tax within the city of Salem, to 
the roads within the limits of said city, and within the road dis- 
irict in which said city is situated. 


Sec. 7. The mayor shall have power to call meetings of the 
common council. and shall preside at their meetings, and when 
there is a tie in the council, shall vote ; and shall, at least once in 
each year, state to the said council the conditions, financial and 
otherwise, of the city, and recommend such measures for the 
peace, health, improvement and prosperity of the city, as he may 
deem expedient. °° 

Sec. 8, The recorder shall have jurisdiction oyer all viola- 
tions of city ordinances ; and may hold to bail, fine or commit 
persons found guilty thereof, and, within the city, shall have juris- 
diction and powers like a justice of the peace, and the law gov- 
erning justices of the peace shall apply, as far as applicable. to all 
his proceedings ; his duties as assessor and clerk shall be as pre- 
scribed by the common council ; he shall preside, in the absence 
of the mayor, and shall keep a journal of the proceedings of the 
council. 
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Sec. 9. The marshall shall execute all process directed to him 
by the recorder, or any legal authority ; shall be a conservator of 
the peace, and shall arrest all persons guilty of a breach thereof, 
or of the violation of a city ordinance, and take them before the 
recorder for trial, and may, as collector, enforce the collection of 
city taxes, as the collection of county taxes are’ enforced, and 
shall perform such other duties as may be required of him by the 
common council. 

Sec. 10. The treasurer ‘shall receive, and keep, the funds and 
moneys of the city, and pay out the same, as hereinafter specified, 
and, when required by the common council, shall make a state- 
ment of the financial affairs of the city. 

Sec. 11. The mayor and aldermen shall receive no pay for 
their services, and the compensation of other officers shall be as 
provided by the common council. 


Sec. 12. No claim against the city shall be paid, until it is 
audited and allowed by the common council, and then the freas- 
urer shall pay it upon a warrant drawn upon him by the recorder. 

Sec. 13. No member of the common council shall, during the 
period for which he is elected, be interested in any contract, the 
expenses of which are ta be paid out of the city treasury. 

Sec. 14. No person shall be allowed to vote at any municipal 
election, who has not resided in said city limits thirty days next 
preceding the election, and who shall have refused, or neglected 
to pay any city fine or tax legally assessed against him ; Provided, 
Such payment has been legally demanded of him, and the city. 
council’ may prescribe such oath as they may deem proper, to 
ascertain such fact. , 

Sec. 15. When any person shall be convicted of a criminal 
offense, under any of the ordinances of said city, and shall be 
adjudged to pay a fine, and cost, and shall fail to pay the same, 
he may be sentenced to labor one day, for every two dollars of 
such fine and cost, upon the streets, or other public works of said 
city, under such officer as the common council may prescribe, and 
the common council may provide such fetters, or manacles, as may 
be necessary to secure the person of such criminal during his 
term of labor. - 

Sec. 16. Within five days from the enactment of any ordi- 
nance, a copy thereof shall be posted at some public place in each 
ward, or published in a newspaper in Salem, and no ordinance 
shall take effect in less than five days from its passage. 

Sec. 13. A majority of the aldermen, with the presiding offi- 
cer, at any meeting, shall constitute a quorum to do business, and 
all their mectings shall be public, and, at least once a year, they 
shall causo a statement of the fimancial affairs of the city to be 
published. 
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Sec. 18. Inasmuch as an urgent necessity exists for funds for 
the immediate use of the city, the council may incur a debt which 
shall not, in the aggregate, exceed the sum of two thousand dol 
lars, but from and after the first of December, next, the city coun- 
cil shall not, in any manner, create any debt, or liabilities, which 
shall singly, or in the aggregate, exceed the sum of one thousand 
dollars. , 

Sec. 19. The legislature shat have the right to alter, amend 
or repeal this charter. 

Sec. 20. All acts, or parts of acts, that contravene this act, 
are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 21. This act shall be in force from and after its approval 
by the Governor.

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AN ACT to incorporate the City of Albany. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the 
State of Oregon, That the inhabitants of Albany, and their suc- 
cessors, within the following limits, are hereby declared a body 
politic and corporate, by the name and style of the City of Albany. 

Sec. 2. The limits of said city shall he as follows: Com- 
mencing in the middle of the main channel of the Willamette 
river, at the north east corner of Hackleman’s addition to the 
town of Albany ; thence south, on the east line of said addition, 
to the south-east corner of said addition ; thence west, on the 
south Lue of said addition, to the east line of Thomas Mon- 
teith’s land claim ; thence south, on said line, to a point one half 
mile from the Willamette river; thence south, 81 1-2 degrees 
west, to the western boundary of Walter Monteith’s land claim ; 
thence north, along said boundary, to the Calapooia river ; thence 
down the middle of said river, to the Willamette river ; thence 
down the middle, of the channel of said river, to the place of 
beginning ; and said city shall constitute one ward. 

Sec. 3. Said city shall have power to purchase, use, lease, sell 
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or dispose of property, real and personal, to make contracts, to 
sue and be sued, to have and use a common seal, and the same to 
change at pleasure. 

Sec. 4. The officers of said city shall be a mayor, six alder- 
men, a recorder, wha shall be, cx officio, clerk of the common 
council, and assessor, a marshal, who shall be, ex officio, collector 
of taxes and a treasurer ; who shall hold their offices until their 
successors are elected and qualified. oe 

Sec. 5. Said officers shall be elected, annually, by the qualified 
electors of said city, on the third Monday in November, 1862, 
and afterwards on the fist Monday of November of each year; 
and the first election therefor shall be as follows: The county 
clerk of Linn county, or his deputy, shall post in three of the 
most public places of said city, at least one week before the 
election, a notice designating the place where said election will 
be held in such ward, and thereatter, and before the election, 
shall appoint three persons to receive the votes at the place desig- 
nated; and the persons so appointed shall receive the votes as 
aforesaid, and within five days thereafter, shall make return of 
said votes to the said clerk or deputy, and he shall, forthwith, in 
the presence of the county judge or a justice of the peace, canvass 
the same; and to the persons, respectively, having the highest 
number of votes for mayor, recorder, marshal, and treasurer. he 
shall give certificates of election; and to the six persons having 
the highest number of votes for aldermen, he shall give certificates 
of their election as aldermen of said city, 


Sec. 6. The mayor and aldermen shall compose the common 
council of said city. and at any meeting shall have esclusive 
power: to provide for the election and qualification of officers, 
and for filling all vacancies in office; to fix the times and places 
of their meetings. but they shall meet as often as oncea month ; to 
leyy and collect taxes for city purposes, not to exceed one-half of 
one per cent, per annum on property in said city, taxable for 
county purposes ; to establish hospitals; to prevent and remove 


. nuisances; to provide water for the city; to license, tax and 


regulate auctioneers, taverns, ordinaries, hawkes, peddlers, 
brokers, pawn-brokers and money-changers, and also, hackney 
earriages, wagons, carts, drays and omnibusses, anil to fix the

The clerk of said Linn county, or deputy, shall give 
notice of, and appoint a time, previous to the first Monday of 
November, A. D., 1862, and a place in said city for voting on the 
acceptance. or rejection, of this charter ; and he shall also appoint 
three persons, who shall be qualified, and receive votes and 
declare the result of the vote to the said clerk, or deputy, who 
shall thereupon immediately declare the 1esult of the vote. 

Sec. 19, The legislature shall have the right to 1epeal or 
alter this charter. 

= Sec 20. Inasmuch as the property of citizens of 4lbany 
requires further protection than can be afforded by the general 
laws of this State, this act shall take effect from its passage.

Ssorton 1, Be it enacted by the Legislatwe Assembly of the 
State of Oregon, That the inhabitants of the town of Eugene 
City, in Lene county, Oregon, and their successors, within the 
following limits, are hereby declared a body politic and corporate. 
by the name and style of the president and trustecs of Eugene 
City, and by that name have perpetual succession, to sue and 


` 
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defend, in all courts, to purchase, lease, receive and hold property, 
and to sell, or otherwise dispose of the same, for their common 
benefit, and to have a common seal, and alter the same at pleasure. 

Sec. 2. The corporate limits of Eugene City shall be as fol- 
lows: Shall include all lots and parcels of ground lying and 
being within four lines parallel to, and one-half mile from the 
four respective sides of the public square, known’ as the court- 
house square, in said town: the said boundary: lines being es- 
tended so as to intersect each other. 

Sec. 3. The officers of the said city of Eugene, shall be a 
president, and five trustees. who shall be residents of said city, 
and shall be elected by the qualified voters of said city, at the 
gencral election, and who shall hold their office for one year, and 
until their successors are elected and qualified ; but no person shall 
be allowed to vote at any municipal election, who has not resided 
in said city limits, thirty days next preceding the election, and 
who shall have refuscd or neglected to pay any city fine or tax 
legally assessed against him; Provided, such payment has been 
legally demanded of him, and the city council may prescribe such 
oath as they may deem proper to ascertain such fact. 

Suc. 4. The president and trustees shall compose the common 
council of said city ; it shall be the duty of the president to pre- 
side at all mectings of said common council, and shall sign all 
ordinances, and in case of a tie, shall give the casting vole; and 
in case of the absence of said president, or if he become wignal- 
ifed from serving, from any cause, said board shall elect seme one 
of their number to act as president, pro tem. The president shall 
have power to call a mecting of the common council at any time. 

Sec. 5. The common council of said city, in their coyporate 
capacity, shall have power : to make such by-laws and ordinances, 
not inconsistent with the laws of the United States, or the Jaws 
of this State; to- fix the time and place of meetings, but they 
shall be required to mect as often as once a month ; to levy and 
collect taxes for city purposes, not exceeding one-half per cent. 
per annum on property in said city, taxable for county pur- 
poses; to prevent and remove nuisances; to provide water for 
the city; to establish hospitals; to license, tax, and regulate 
auctioneers, peddlers, hawkers, brokers, pawn-brokers, taverns, 
bar-rooms, saloons, billiard tables, ten-pin alleys, wagons, carts, 
drays, ommibusses, exhibitions, shows, and other amusemats ; to 
prohibit bawdy houses, gaming and gambling houses; to establish 
fire companies; to establish and regulate a police; to establish 
and regulate a work house or houses of correction ; to appoint a 
city attorney, and prescribe his duties; to probit disorderly 
conduct; to lay out, alter, keep open and repar all streets, alleys, 
sidewalks, and public grounds of the city, and to establish grades 
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for the same; to prevent animals running at large; to impose 
and appropriate fines, penalties and forfeitures of breaches of 
ordinances ; to pass such other by-laws and ordinances for the 
regulation and government of said city as they may deem 
necessary. -= 

Src. 6. The recorder shall have jurisdiction over all violation 
of city ordinances, and within the limits of said city, shall have 
the same power as a justice of the”peace; he shall also perform 
the duty of assessing and collecting taxes in the manner to be 
prescribed by the common council, and shall be entitled to the 
same fees as justices of the peace, for similar services. 

Sec. 7. The president shull execute all orders or process 
directed to him by the recorder or common council; shall be a 
conservator of the peace, and shall arrest all persons guilty of a 
breach thereof, or of a violation of city ordinances, and shall be 
vested with the powers, and subject to the same duties conferred 
on constables, and shall receive the same fees for like services. 

Sec. 8. The treasurer shall receive and keep the funds and 
moneys of the city, and pay out the same upon the order of the 
common council, and shall give a statement of the city finances, 
when required by the common council; he shall give bonds in 
such sum as the common council shall direct. 


Sec. 9. When any person shall be convicted of a criminal 
offence under any of the ordinances of said city, and shall be 


_ adjudged to pay a fine and cost, and shall fail to pay the same, he 


may be sentenced to labor one day for every two dollars of such 
fine and cost, upon the streets, or other public works of said city, 
under such officer as the common council may prescribe, and the 
common council may provide such fetters or manacles as may be 
necessary to secure the person of such criminal, during his term 
of labor. i 

Sec. 10. The president and trustees shall receive no pay for 
their services, and the compensation of the other officers, not 
herein provided, shall be regulated by the common council. 

Sec. 11, No member of the common council shall be inter- 
ested in any contract, the expenses thereof to be paid out of the 
city treasury. ae Å 

Sec. 12. Within five days of the passage of any ordinance, a 
copy thereof shall be posted in thiee public places in the city, or 
published in a newspaper in Eugene City; and no ordinance shall 
take effect in less than five days from its passage. 

Sec, 18. A majority of the trustees, with a presiding officer, 
shall constitute a quorum to do business, and all meetings shall 
be public, and they shall pubhsh a statement of the fnancial 
affairs of the city, at least once a year.

AN ACT to incorporato Dalles City, 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the 
State of Oregon, That the inhabitants of the town of Dalles, in 
Wasco county, Oregon, and their successors, within the following 
limits, are hereby declared a body politic and corporate, by the 
name and style of Dalles City, and by that name have perpetual 
succession ; to sue and defend, in all courts; to purchase, lease, 
receive and hold property, and to sell, or otherwise dispose of the 
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same, for their common benefit, and to have a common seal, and 
alter the same at pleasure. 

Sec. 2. The corporate limits of Dalles City shall be as fol- 
lows : Commencing at the center of the channel of the Columbia 
river, opposite the mouth of Mill creck ; thence, up the channel 
of the Columbia river, three-fourths of a mile ; thence south, one 
mile ; thence due west, to the east line of the military reserve of 
Fort Dalles ; thence north, with said line, to the northeast corner 
of said military reserve ; thence west, with the north line of said 
reserve, to its intersection with the east line of. Trevitt’s pre-emp- 
tion land claim ; thence north, with said east line, to Mill ercek ; 
Provided, That should the east line of said military reserve be 
hercafter remove to a line further west, or should said reserve 
hereafter be re-located, then the west line of that portion of said 
corporation shall be removed west, to conform to said military 
reserve line ; Provided, howeve,, That in no case, shall the west 
line of said corporation extend beyond the center of the channel 
of Mill creek. 

Sec. 3. The officers of the said city of Dalles shall be a 
mayor, five aldermen, a recorder, a treasurer and marshal, who 
shall be residents of the said city, and shall be elected by the 
qualified voters of said city, on the first Monday of April, and 
who shall hold their office for one year, and until their successors 
are elected and qualified ; but no person shall be allowed to vote 
at any municipal election who has not resided mm said city limits 
thirty days next preceding the election, or who shall have refused 
or neglected to pay any city fines, or tax, legally assessed against 
him ; Provided, Such payment has been legally demanded of him, 
and the city council may prescribe such oaths as they may deem 
proper, to ascertain such fact. 

Sec. 4. The mayor and aldermen shall compose the common 


council of said city. It shall be the duty of the mayor to pre- 


side at all meetings of said common council, and shall sign all 

ordinances, and, in case of a tie, shall give a casting vote, and in 

ease of the absence of said mayor, or if he become disqualified 

from serving, from any cause, said board of aldermen shall elect 

some one of their number. to act as mayor, pro tem. The mayor 

shall have power to call a meeting of the common council at 
‘any time. 

Sec. 5. The common council of said city, in their corporate 
capacity, shall have power to make such by-laws, and ordinances, 
not inconsistent with the laws of the United States, or the laws 
of this State ; to fix the time and place of meetings; but they 
shall be required to meet as often as once a month ; to levy and 
collect taxes for city purposes, not to exceed one-half per cent. 
per annum, on property in said city, taxable for county purposes ; 
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to prevent and remove nuisances ; to provide water for the city ; 
to establish hospitals; to license, tax and regulate auctioneers, 
peddlers, hawkers, brokers, pawnbrokers, taverns, bar-rooms, 
saloons, billard tables, ten-pin alleys, wagons, carts, drays, omni- 
busses, exhibitions, shows and other amusements; to prohibit 
bawdy houses, gaming and gambling houses; to establish fire 
companies ; to establish and regulate a police ; to establish and 
regulate workhouses, or house of correction ;“to appoint a city 
attorney, and prescribe his duties ; to prohibit disorderly conduct ; 
to lay ont, alter, keep open and repair all streets, alleys, side 
walks and public grounds of the city, and to establish grades for 
the same; to prevent animals running at large, to impose and 
appropriate fines, penalties and forfeitures, for breaches of ordi- 
nanees ; to pass such other by-laws and ordinances, for the regu- 
lation and government of said city, as they may deem necessary. 

Sec. 6. The recorder shall have jurisdiction over all viola- 
tions of city ordinances, and, within the limits of said city, shall 
have the same power as a justice of the peace ; he shall also per- 
form the duties of assessing and collecting taxes, in the manner 
to be prescribed by the common conncil, and shall be entitled to 
the same fees as justice of the peace for similar service. 

Sec. 7. The marshal shall execute all orders, or process, 
directed to him by the recorder, or common council ; shall be a 
conservator of “the peace, and shall arrest all persons guilty of 
breach thereof, or of a violation of city ordinance, and shall be 
vested with the same powers, and subject to the same duties, con- 
ferred on constables, and shall receive the same fees for like 
services,

offence, under any of the ordinances of gaid city, and shall be 
adjudged to pay a fine and costs, and shall fail to pay the same, 
he may be sentenced to labor one day for every two dollars of 
such fine and cost, upon the streets, or other public works of said 
city, under such officers as the common council may prescribe, and 
the common couneil may provide such fetters, or manacles, as may 
be necessary to secure the person of such eriminal, during his 
term of labor. 

Sec. 10. * The mayor and aldermen shall receive no pay for 
their services, and the compensation of other officers, not herein 
provided, shall be naels the.common council. 

Sec. 11. No member of the common council shall be inter- 
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ested in any contract, the expenses thereof to be paid out of the 
city treasury. 

Sec. 12. Within five days of the passage of any ordinance, a 
copy thereof shall be posted in three publie places in the city, or 
published in a newspaper in Dalles City, and no ordinance shall 
take effect in less than five days from its passage, i 

Sec. 13. A majority of the aldermen, with a presiding officer, 
shall constitute a quorum to do business; and all meetings shall 
be public, and they shall publish a statement of the financial 
affairs of the city, at least once a year. 

Sec. 14. The common council shall not, in any manner, create 
any debt, or liabilities which shall singly, or in the aggregate, 
exceed the sum of one thousand dollars, 

Sec. 15. - The common council shall be judges of elections, 
and of the qualifications of their own members; and shall deter- 
mine contested elections of all city officers; they may establish 
rules for their own proceedings, and may punish any member, or 
other person, for disorderly behavior in their presence; their 
proceedings shall be public, and in case of vacancy in any city 
office, the common council shall have powcr, and are required 
ta.fill such vacancies by appointment.

MEMORIALS. 


MEMORIAL to the Secretary of War. 


Lo ihe Honorable Secretary of War: 


Your memorialists, the Legislative Assembly of the State 
of Oregon, would most respectfully represent to the Secre- 
tary of War, the necessity of creating the State of Oregon 
and Territory of Washington into a Military Department 
separate from the State of California. As at present con- 
stituted, the whole Pacific Coast is included in the Depart- 
ment of the Pacific, with the head-quarters at San Fran- 
cisco, and a portion of the State of Oregon and the Terri- 
tory of Washington is formed into a district, the head- 
‘quarters of which is at Fort Vancouver, Washington Terri- 
tory. It is impessible for the District Commander to move 
any troops in the district, without the assent or orders of 
the Department Commander; this requires an interval of 
two weeks to elapse, which often works great inconven- 
ience to the public service. 

While your memorialists call your attention to the incon- 
venience of this arrangement in the time of peace, they 
submit, that with, the.present state of affairs in ‘the Indian 
country, the necessity of proper authority to concentrate 
troops and commence a campaign against the Sndke In- 
dians, who have for years obstructed the emigrant road, 
rendering it unsafe for small parties to travel, and have in 
instances not unfrequent, murdered women and children, 
render it a matter of importance, that there should be within 
the bounds of the present District of Oregon, authority to 
concentrate troops, and when necessary, to prosecute a vig- 
orous campaign against the hostile Indians.

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Your memorialists are aware that the present rebellion 
renders it impossible for the Government to bestow upon 
this part of the Union, that attention it would otherwise 
receive, but they presume the necessity for granting their 
request will be apparent to the Secretary. It will not in- 
crease the expenses of the Government in any manner 
whatever, and your memorialists believe will have the effect 
of continuing peace with those Indians who are quiet, and 
will enable the troops to chastise those who are hostile, by 
moving with promptness and celerity, to suck points as 
may appear necessary.

Your memorialists would further represent that the 
Branch Mint situated at the city of San Francisco, State of 
California, is too distant from those engaged either in the 
business of mining or trading in the gold region of Oregon 
and Washington, referred to above, to enjoy any of its ben- 
efits; and such persons are compelled to bear the great de- 
lay and incur the dangers of its transmission to San Fran- 
cisco, of their bullion, or dispose of the same in the city of 
Portland at a great loss. 

In view of these facts, and fully impressed with the be- 
lief that the yield of these mines will be permanent, and 
imperatively demand, as an act of convenience to the 
thousands now engaged in extracting their untold wealth, 
the establishment of a Branch Mint and Assay Office, at 
the city of Portland, in the State of Oregon. 

Your memorialists would respectfully ask your honorable 
body to make suitable provision therefor.

Whereas, Those engaged in the revolutionary and trea- 
sonable moyement, claim that the several States possess the 
Constitutional and legal right to secede from the Union 


* and inaugurate a new government, including the resulting 


right to support such organization by force of arms. And, 

Whereas, The people of the State of Oregon, citizens of 
the United States, have a vital and permanent interest in 
the preservation of our benificent system of free govern- 
ment and the Federal Union as its basis. Therefore, be it 

Resolved by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Oregon, 
That we have a firm and unalterable attachment and devo- 
tion to the American Union. That it is a binding and per- 
petual connection between the States composing it. That 
the alleged right of secession, urged by those resisting Fed- 
eral authority, has no existence, is a doctrine alike un- 
founded in the Constitution and fatal to all good govern- 
ment, and we brand it as a political heresy, cherished only 
by traitors and their sympathisers. 

2d. Resolved, That the rebellion is an unjustifiable, in-
